“At first, [couldn't believe they referred to th 
Waldheim who was the UN pentare paneg 
f ovo is an autonomous Yugoslav province 
a bordering on Albania, which has been cited as 
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German army officer. 

Albania has not admitted holding any docu- 
ments that substantiate allegations by Jewish 
groups that Waldheim was involved in war crimes 
in the Balkans. 

Bajrami said Waldheim was present at the 1944 
execution of 104 -- mostly Albanian — partisans in 
Pristina, Kosovo's capital. He said he had docu- 
ments showing that Waldheim was in Kosovo 
when the Nazis pulled out of Greece and when 
atrocities were committed. 

Novosti quoted villagers in the southern Yugo- 
slav republic of Montenegro as saying they re- 
membered seeing Waldheim there in April 1942 
and May 1943, 

The paper said they remembered the “tall, 
elegant lieutenant." Mile Dragisic of Titograd, 
the regional capital, said he remembered Wald- 
heim's arrival there in April 1942. 

“He was tall, thin, very ugly, but elegant,

Two soldiers die in 
Fatah border attack

KIBBUTZ YIFTAH -- Palestinian 
terrorists yesterday cut through the 
fence on the Lebanese border and 
attacked IDF paratroopers with gre- 
nades and rockets. Two soldiers and 
one terrorist were killed, one terror- 
ist was captured, and a soldier was 
injured in the pre-dawn attack. It 
was the fourth infiltration since late 
November, and the second in the 
last fortnight. : 

In a statement from Sidon, Fatah 
claimed responsibility for the at- 
tack, saying that three men from the 
“Jerusalem Battalion” had taken 
part in it. The IDF communique 
mentioned only two terrorists. 


Chief of General Staff Dan Shom- 
ton praised the paratroopers for en- 
gaging the Palestinians as they were 
still coming through a hole in the 
electronic fence. 

“The PLO are trying to demon- 
strate their ability to influence 
events io the territories,” he said. 
“Their influence is actually very 
small. And they try to act in the way 
that they know: against civilians.” 

The clash took place less than two 
kilometres from Kibbutz Yiftah. 

Military sources said the terrorists 
had planned to take hostages and 
demand the release of Palestinian 
and Lebanese prisoners held in Is- 
raelj jails, the return home of four 
Palestinian activists deported by Is- 


rae] last month, and the withdrawal 
of Israeli troops from the territories. 

The sources added that the raid 
was apparently aimed at boosting 
unrest in the West Bank and Gaza. 
They confirmed that the attackers 
belonged to Fatah. 

Prime Minister Shamir, visiting 
uroops in the Gaza Strip, told re- 
porters: "Ἴ regret the casualties, but 
this is just another of those terrorist 
attacks across our border.”

PARIS (Reuter) — King Hussein of 
Jordan yesterday condemned Prime 


Minister Shamir for visiting Jewish” 


settlers during rioting in the West 
Bank and Gaza, saying it was a dan- 
gerous provocation. 

Hussein, in France to drum up 
support for an international Middle 
East peace conference, told a televi- 
sion interviewer that Shamir had 
shown that he was incapable of real- 
izing the gravity of the situation.

Vatican 
gesture 
to PLO 


VATICAN CITY - The Vatican 
yesterday described the situation in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip as 

“painful and worrying” and said it 
backed efforts for a Middle East 
peace conference. 

“The Holy See, which has often 
underlined the gravity of the ques- 
tion, cannot remain indifferent 
when faced with the painful and 
worrying incidents experienced by 
the population of the territories,” 
Vatican spokesman Joaquin Na- 
varro- Valls said. 

His statement was made after 
talks in the Vatican between PLO 
deputy leader Farouk Kaddoumi 
and Archbishop Achille Silvestrini, 
the Vatican's foreign minister. Kad- 
doumi thanked: Silvestrini for the 
moral support the Vatican has given 
a Palestinian cause, Navarro 

Earlier, Kaddoumi had told re- 
Porters that no new Middle East 
peace initiative could begin until the 
Israeli occupation ended. 

Navarro said the Vatican was con- 
cerned about the lack of a solution 
to the Palestinian question and add- 
ed that the Vatican encouraged ef- 
forts to find a Middle East peace 
that would be acceptable to all. 

Meanwhile, Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak is in Rome from 
Morocco on the next stage of his 
tour promoting his proposals for a 
truce in the territories.

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 

Richard Murphy is due to arrive 
here early next week on a diplomat- 
ic mission to press the new Ameri- 
can peace initiative, but Prime Min- 
ister Shamir and Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres are not expected to 
present him with a coordinated Is- 
Taeli_ position, Jerusalem officials 
said last night. 

The officials said that the two 
have not met to discuss the Murphy 
visit, and it was unlikely that they 
would meet Murphy together. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Peres’ policy ad- 
visor, Nimrod Novik, flew to Rome 
yesterday to meet with Egyptian of- 
ficials accompanying President 
Hosni Mubarak on his visit there. 

Novik is slated to hear from the 
Egyptians details on their talks with 
Jordanian officials in Paris this 
week, and to discuss assessments of 
the American peace initiative. 

Foreign Ministry officials say that 
in his talks in Damascus, Cairo, Ri- 
yadh, Amman and Jerusalem, Mur- 
phy is slated to discuss the entire 
“package” of the U.S. initiative - 
including modalities of the interim 
arrangement, timetables for an in- 
tematioual opening for peace talks 
and the substance of the final resolu- 
tion of the territories. 

But the prime minister's office be- 
lieves that in his talks here, Murphy 
will deal only with the interim solu- 
tion and with a timetable for talks 
on the final status. “He knows that 
this is not the time to talk of final 
substance or of an international 
opening with us”, sources close to 
Shamir said last night. 

Informed sources said last night 
that in his talks with special U-S. 
envoy Philip Habib last week. King 
Hussein stipulated that he would not 
agree to conclude an interim agree- 
ment without knowing what the fi- 
nal status of territories will be. 

Although officials close to both 
Shamir and Peres believe that Hus- 
sein will ultimately reject the Amer- 
ican plan because of his insistence 
on an international conference, offi- 
cials in the Prime Minister’s office 
said that they detect a “ray of light” 
in Hussein's cautious agreement to 
talk about the autonomy plan - 
“even if he insists on calling it by 
another name.”

Settlers patrolling 
road to Hebron

HEBRON - Settlers in Hebron and 
Kiryat Arba last night began patrol- 
ling part of the Jerusalem-Hebron 
highway, following the recent in- 
crease in stonings of Israeli vehicles 
on the road. 

OC Central Command Aluf Am- 
ram Mitzna last night said that “we 
are responsible for security, and set- 
tlers should rely on us. If the aim of 
these vehicles is to give a sense of 
security, and not do anything, I have 
no comments.” He said settlers had 
responded “maturely and responsi- 
bly” to the Arab violeace. and there 
were only isolated cases of settler 
retaliation. Reports of more exten- 
sive actions by settlers were appar- 
ently rumours aimed at inciting the 
Arab population, he said. 

Mitzna blamed the rise in attacks 
on Israeli vehicles this week on riot- 
ing during the opening of West 
Bank schools. The "1.200 schools 
have been ordered closed until fur- 
ther notice. An Egged spokesman 
said 200 company buses had been 
damaged in the two months of un- 
rest in the territories. 

Despite a blanket of curfews 
clamped on 10 West Bank villages 
and towns, fresh unrest was report- 
ed, with a spate of incidents in the 
Hebron region. Eight Palestinians 
and an Israeli were injured. 

. Passengers of an Israeli car shot 
and wounded a Palestinian in Sa’ir 
village, near Hebron, after one of 
them was hurt’when the car was 


stoned and several of its windows 
smashed. The incident set off riots 
in the village, and after quelling the 
unrest with tear-gas and rubber bul- 
lets, troops imposed a curfew, which 
was lifted after nightfall. 

Security officials are concemed 
about the possibility of increasing 
settler violence against Palestinians 
as the unrest persists. Riots erupted 
in several Arab communities 
Wednesday following reports of the 
arrival of settlers, though the IDF 
has confirmed only one incident. 
when settlers broke car and house 
windows in Anabta on Monday. 
Sources in Kalkilya said settlers 
drove through the town honking 
their hors Wednesday night, and 
attempted to enter the town again 
yesterday. 

In a meeting late Wednesday, 
Kiryat Arba and Hebron settlers de- 
cided to run day and night patrols of 
seven vehicles along the highway be- 
tween Hebron and the Etzion Bloc. 
If attacked by stones or petrol 
bombs, the passengers will respond 
“‘in legitimate self-defence.” accord- 
ing to a resolution adopted by the 
settlers.

U.S. Jews express support, =

One high-ranking official said 
prosecutors in Tampa were rushing 
to conclude a separate grand jury 
probe of Noriega’s alleged drug 
links and may issue an indictment in 
tandem with Miami investigators. 

Along with Noriega, the Miami 
indictment will name up to 14 other 
defendants, including Panamanian 
officials and alleged Colombian 
smugglers, the law enforcement 
sources said. 

Officials said it was doubtful Nor- 
jega and the other Panamanians 
would be brought to Miami to stand 
trial. A 1904 U.S.-Panamanian trea- 
ty does not require either country to 
hand over its citizens for extradi- 
tion. 

The indictment will focus on alle- 
gations by Jose Blandon, recently 
sacked as Panama's consul in New 
York, that Noriega shared in profits 
from drug shipments passing 
through his country on the way to 
the U.S., sources said. 

Blandon told the grand jury that 
Panamanian military officers, with 
Noriega’s consent, received $5 mil- 
lion from Colombia's Medellin co- 
caine cartel to allow the establish- 
ment of a drug processing lab in the 
Panamanian jungle, the sources 
said. 

Biandon said that when Panama- 
nian forces raided the lab in 1984, 

Castro interceded on behalf of the 
drug dealers and asked Noriega to 
retum the bribe and freé these ar- 
rested. 

The indictment will also include 
information provided by convicted 
American smuggler Stephen Kalish, 
who told a congressional committee 
last week he gave millions of dollars 
in bribes to Noriega to protect his 
marijuana operation. 

According to the Miami Herald 
newspaper, Noriega'’s former per- 
sonal pilot told the grand jury he 
carried more than $1m. in cash 
bribes to the general from reputed 
Colombian cocaine baron Pablo 
Emitio Escobar-Gaviria. 

The pilot, Floyd Carlton, said 
Noriega “protected” a one-ton co- 
caine shipment that arrived at Mi- 
ami airport in freezers in 1984, the 
Herald reported. .

Zbigniew Brzezinski. the former national 
security affairs adviser to President Carter, 
yesterday added his own voice of caution to 
expectations here that the current wave of 
unrest in the West Bank and Gaza might lead 


to a major new peace initiative. 


Speaking at a press conference at Jerusa- 
lem’s Beit Agron in the morning, Brzezinski 
cautioned that “the complexities that divide 
Israel and the Israeli people are so enormous 
that one should not assume that because of a 
sudden intensification of the problem there is 
likely to be set in motion a steady and signifi- 


cant movement towards peace.” 


Movement towards peace, he went on to 
explain, requires “a conjunction of several 
very felicitous circumstances.” At the time of 
the Camp David Accords, Brzezinski pointed 
out, there was a unique conjunction of three 
major events that made agreement possible: 
A courageous Arab leader ready to take a 
chance on peace with Israel, an effective Is- 
raeli leadership which had a clearly defined 
strategic concept regarding the peace process,

Border kibbutzniks: 


Fallen soldiers were |High Court asked: Is a Jew who— 


like ‘our own sons’

KIBBUTZ YIFTAH -- Members of 
this frontline kibbutz yesterday sent 
an obituary notice to the national 
newspapers expressing their condo- 
lences with the families of the two 
young soldiers killed earlier in the 
day in a ciash with terrorist infiltra- 
tors less tran three kilometres away. 

“We feel as if they were our own 
sons and we deeply sympathize with 
their families,” said kibbutz secre- 
tary Gershom Castel. 

Referring to the soldiers who pa- 
trol the border, Castel, a former 
Palmah fighter, said: “They are very 
young, but they defend and protect 
us." 


His sentiments were echoed by 
kibbutz treasurer Boaz Efal. “They 
are first-class soldiers and because 
of them we don’t live in fear.” 


Members of the kibbutz were 
awakened around 4 a.m. yesterday 
by the sound of shooting and ex- 
ploding hand-grenades. Minutes lat- 
er, the night sky was lit up ‘with 
flares. 


They knew without being told 
that a clash was occurring close to 
their homes. Within moments, the 
kibbutz received instructions to 
move to “high -ecurity.” The alert 
was transmitted to all of the mem- 
bers and their families via the cable 
television network. 


The men armed themselves and 
went to their designated positions, 
either on patrol around the peri- 
metre of the kibbutz, or close to the 
shelters inside. The settlement it- 
self, like others in the region, was 
completely sealed off within mo- 
ments of the alarm being raised. 


Women and children waited pa- 
tiently at home for the “‘all-clear”’ to 
be sounded. “There was no panic 
and everything worked very 
smoothly,” said Castel. 


The kibbutz, founded by mem- 
bers of the Palmah 40 years ago, has 
had plenty of experience with simi- 
lar incidents in the past. In the early 
1950s, au Arab terrorist reached the 
kibbutz compound where settleers 
shot him dead, Castel recalled. In 
the mid-1960s, terrorists infiltrated 
the kibbutz and blew up two houses 
in two separate incidents, but there 
were no casualties. 

Yesterday morning's infiltration 
attempt was the second in the region 
in the past three weeks and the third 
in the last 12 months. 


“On al] three occasions, the ter- 
rorists tried to get through the bor- 
der between our kibbutz and nearby 
Kibbutz Manara. That does not in- 
clude the hang-glider attack in No- 
vember,” said Castel. 


Nevertheless, members of the 
kibbutz, including the young chil- 


dren, have learned to take such inci- 


dents in their stride. The youngsters 
were curious, rather than con- 
cemed. Their first questions were 
about the safety of the soldiers and 
whether the terrorists had been 
caught, or killed. 


They showed no signs of trauma 
and by 7:30 in the morning, when 
the“all-clear™ was sounded, they 
went about their daily routines, like 
the rest of the members. 


“We love this place and we are 
deeply attached to the land,” said 
Castel, whose kibbutz derives its in- 
come from industry and agriculture. 
“We came here because we are Zi- 
onists. We fought for this land dur- 
ing the War of Independence and 
we are going to stay here. It is our 
home,” he said. 


Another member, Danny Dayan, 
38, married with three children, has 
been a member of the kibbutz for 14 
years. He joined it after serving in 
the army in the North. Twice durin; 
his armed service, Dayan clashe: 
with terrorists and still bears wounds 
on his right leg from ‘the fast 
encounter, ἣν 

Despite the danger of living so 
close to the border, Dayan said, “I 
will never leave my home. 


“We learn to live with these 
things. Maybe you go to work the 
next day a bit tired, but better that 
than something else,” Dayan said. 


A similar attitude was reflected by 
residents of nearby Kiryat Shmona, 
who heard the shooting and expio- 
sions in the Naftali hills that over- 
look town. 


Mayor Prosper Azram said there 
was tension in the region, but the 
residents knew how to cope. “The 
terrorists will never stop trying to hit 
us, but they will never succeed in 
demoralizing the population,” he 
said. 


Despite the apparent increase in 
terrorist activities, Azram said he 
was convinced that the government 
would not-permit the security situa- 
tion to deteriorate to what it was 
prior to the 1982 Lebanon war. 


At the same time, he called for a 
cable television network to be estab- 
lished in the town as a means of 
informing residents and instructing 
them what to do in cases of emef- 
gency. He also called on the Educa- 
tion Ministry to reinstate the use of 
Frivate busses to transport children 
to and from school. . 


Resident Yehuda Damari, 26, 
said he and his neighbours had 
heard the sound of explosions near- 
by. Instead of going to their shel- 
ters, they residents went outside to 
see what had happened. “It did not 
affect us in any way. I was born and 
bred in Kiryat Shmona and all my 10 
brothers and sisters live in the town. 
‘We would never think of leaving,” 
he said.

Survey: 78 per cent say ‘messianic Jews’ can become olim

Citations from university profes- 
sors, quotations from religious 
tracts and the findings of a public 
opinion poll were all part of the 
proceedings yesterday as the High 
Court of Justice began to tackle the 
question of whether a Jew who be- 
lieves in Jesus is still a Jew. 

According to a Dahaf poll, 78 per 
cent of a random survey of 1,189 
Jewish Israelis said that children of a 
Jewish mother who believe in Jesus, 
but do not formally convert and who 
claim to be Zionists, should be ac- 
cepted as olim. 

The findings were presented by 
attorney Yosef Ben-Menashe in the 
case of Jerry and Shirley Beresford, 
originally from Zimbabwe. They are 
petitioning the High Court in an ef- 
fort to have the Interior Ministry 
recognize them as Jews, in order to 
have the status of olim. 

But if those polled seemed to be 
tolerant of “messianic Jews." Yeho- 
shua Kahana, head of the Interior 
Ministry's population registry, told 
The Jerusalem Post that he regarded 
them as more dangerous than the 
Reform converts whose registration 
as Jews the ministry has been 
fighting. 

“Those people (the Reform con- 
verts) at least want to be Jews, while 
these people (the messianic Jews) 
are Christians pretending to be 
Jews," Kahana said. 

The Law of Return declares that 
“every Jew has the right to come to 
this country as an oleh." In 1962, the 
Supreme Court ruled that the Law 
of Return did not apply to a person. 
who, although a Jew, had subse- 
quently converted to Christianity. 


Judaism’s ‘debt’ to Christianity

What does Judaism owe to 
Christianity? 

Most Jews might well shrug off 
that question, as did one member of 
the audience at a lecture this week 
at Hebrew Union College spon- 
sored by the Israel Interfaith Associ- 
ation, the Ecumenical Theological 
Research Fraternity and the Israel 
Office of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, on “The Re-Judaizing of 
Christianity — Its Implications for 
Judaism.” 

“Judaism doesn't owe Christian- 
ity anything,” the onlooker said. 

But many Jewish thinkers have 
long been aware that in the dialogue 
between Judaism and Christianity, 
Jews have demanded, and often re- 
ceived, a long list of concessions 
from Christian scholars and institu- 
tions -- so far with no response in 
kind from Jewish leaders. 

In his talk, Rev. John Pawli- 
kowski, professor of ethics at the 
Catholic Theological Union in Chi- 
cago, indicated the sort of response 


Latin American Christians here to show solidarity

A group of Christians from Latin 
America and a delegation from 
South America’s largest synagogue 
are in Israel to demonstrate their 
support during the present crisis.

Going on to the impact the current turmoil 
in the territories was having in the U.S., Brze- 
zinski said there was “a sense of.social un- 
ease” at what is happening here. 


‘U.S. is winning the Cold War’ 


Staunchly defending his reputation as a ‘Cold War warrior,”” Brzezinski said that America is 
winning the Cold War. He noted that recent studies have shown that by the year 2010 the Soviet 
economic power on earth — after the U.S., Europe, 
China and Japan. And this must be deeply disturbing toa Soviet leadership which 20 years ago 
had expected Russia to overtake America as the leading economic power by 1970. Accordingly, 
while he firmly supports the current moves towards strategic arms limitation, Brzezinski remains 
deeply committed to the concept of global strategic rivalry between the O.S. and the Soviet Union. 

Also in the Soviet sphere, Brzezinski predicts there will be major political upheavals in at least 
three countries — Poland, Yugoslavia and Romania — “‘in the very near future,"’ to be followed by 
similar upheavals in Czechoslovakia and Hungary.

LONDON - The senior representa- 
tive of Britain's Moslem community 
has condemned the “atrocities com- 
mitted by the State of Israel against 
the Palestinian people,” in a bitter, 
angry letter to Chief Rabbi Sir Im- 
manuel Jakobovits which has shat- 
tered the traditionally warm rela- 
tionship between leaders of the two 

faiths in the UK. 

The letter, from Dr. Mughram al- 
Ghamdi of the Islamic Ceutre at 
Regent's Park Mosque, has been re- 
jected as biased and unhelpful by 
Jakobovits, who sent a detailed re- 
ply to al-Ghamdi, urging him to 
“view the plight of the Palestinian 
refugees in the ‘wider context of 
their sufferings in Arab lands as 
well.” 

AL-Ghamdi, whose letter was 
published in The Times yesterday, 
together with Jakobovits's reply, as- 
serted that “interests sympathetic to 
the State of Israel" have, for almost 
half a century, prevented news of 
Israeli atrocities against Palestinians 
from reaching the outside world. 
But over recent weeks, he went on, 
“the whole world has glimpsed the 
darker side of Israel's policies of 
survival.” 

__ Following a policy of state terror- 
ism, wrote al-Ghamdi, Israel seems 
to be seeking the total elimination of 


Jesus and his message and “recogni- 
tion of his unique contribution,” he 
said, a more positive attitude to 
joint Jewish-Christian exegesis of 
the Hebrew scriptures and a greater 
Openness to inter-religious prayer 
experiences.

Peace initiative 


THE NEW American peace inita- 
tive, a revised version of the old 
Camp David autonomy plan, has 
inspired anger among the Syrians 

ἃ Palestiniazis, caution in Jordan's 
King Hussein, and silence from the 
Egyptians, according to Israeli and 
Arab observers. 

“These parties are not very enthu- 
siastic,” said Hebrew University 
Middle East expert Dr. Moshe 
Maoz, who himself rates the chances 
for the initiative to succeed as slim. 

“The PLO, understandably, is 
afraid of being left out of the pic- 
ture. Jordan stil wants international 
conference coverage and Egypt 
feels the Camp David accord is pas- 
se ~ not to mention Syria, which is 
simply very much against the Amer- 
ican initiative.” 

The still-nebuious U.S. plan is de- 
signed to generate a quick Jordani- 
an-Israeli interim agreement over 
West Bank and Gaza autonomy, to 
be followed in a couple of months by 
negotiations over a permanent solu- 
tion. Both the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union would participate in an inter- 
national “opening” of the negotia- 
tions — a fig-leaf for Hussein and 
moderate Arabs. Elections in the 
territories would ostensibly provide 
able as negotaios, at feast in cry, 
able as i at in A 
to both the PLO and Israel. 

Jordan is probably gratified by the 
new U.S. diplomatic momentum, 
comments Dr. Asher Susser of Tel 
Aviv University's Dayan Centre. 
But King Hussein is likely to be 
“very hesitant” about agreeing to 
negotiate any sort of interim peace 
accord that has no assured outcome 
in the form of a ‘permanent 
settlement. 

“For Hussein, an international 
peace conference would be a 
shield,” Susser says, “and it would 
give him 2 greater chance of achiev- 
ing his territorial aims. If such a 
conference were to fail, he wouldn't 
be solely to blame. 

“The idea of an interim settle- 
ment doesn’t appeal to Hussein un- 
less the outcome is outlined in ad- 
vance...He also doesn't want to be 
party to an interim accord that 
leaves Jordan open to 2 situation 
where Israel would still have some 
contro! in the territories without a 
clearly outlined final settlement.” 

“Right now, the focus is on Hus- 
sein,” Maoz says, adding, however, 
that ‘pressures from all sides will

Shamir and Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres, too, have to put the 
message across to Washington in the 
friendliest but clearest manner pos- 
sible, and without delay. he says.

President Hosni 
Mubarak, who left Washington last 
week just before the U-S. initiative 
was announced, has .continued to 
lobby in Europe for his own peace 
plan involving a six-month Palestin- 
lan-Israeli ‘ceasefire’ and freeze on 
settlements, to be followed by nego- 
tiations and an international confer- 
ence. al. 

Syria bas attacked the American 
initiative publicly, and a high-rank- 
ing official was quoted by Reuters as 
saying that the U.S. is merely divert- 
ing world attention from the Pales- 

inian unrest. 

“(Their) plan is also aimed at 
shifting the conflict into a clash 
among Arab governments, thus let- 
ting the Arabs stone each other 
rather than stoning the Israelis,” the 
Official said. 
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MK Abba Eban recailed this week 
that Egyptian President Hosni Mu- 
baraek told him several years ago that 
following the breakdown of Egyp- 
Hian-Israeli talks in 1982, he had in- 
structed the Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
try to erase the word “autonomy” 
from its diplomatic dictionary.

The one nation observers say 
could make a real difference in the 
impasse over talks is the Soviet 
Union, which could agree to join the 
U.S. in some sort of international 
“opening” to peace negotiations.

Another Arafat aide, Khalil al- 
Wazir, told the Kuwaiti A/-Watan 
newspaper: “The ition of the 
Palestinian people is clear, and it 
rejects any initiative that does not 
include a clear, true recognition of 
its right to self-determination, free- 
dom and independence, and to set 
up an independent state.” 

“Less than two months of rock- 
throwing accomplished more than 
the Arab world, with all its military 
might, was able to do in 20 years and 
everyone knows this.” Maher Abu 
Khater, editor of the Al-Fajr En- 
glish-language weekly told Reuters. 

“The mood in the streets is that if 
two months of protests gets America 
to press Shamir for Palestinian self- 
rule, then four months will bring a 
UN force and a year will see Israel 
pulling out in disgust as it did from 
Lebanon,” he added. 

“For the PLO.” Maoz says in 
summary, “it's a great time. They 
are capitalizing on the demonstra- 
tions and riots. They are getting 
very broad coverage abroad and 
their prestige has never been so 
high. They should be included if we 
really want some sort of break- 
through. But neither Israel or the 
the U.S will include them.” 

However, Susser counters, the 
disturbances on the West Bank are 
shaking up the PLO organization in 
ways that could open up new ave- 
nues for negotiatioris. 

“Something has changed in Pales- 
tinian politics,” he observes. “For 
the first time in many, many years, 
the people in the West Bank and 
Gaza — not the PLO — are leading the 
struggle and the PLO is trying to 
gain control.”

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What makes Amnon Rubinstein run 


WHO IN ISRAEL'S fissiparous po- 
ΜΕΘ, scene needs yet another 


The answer, for MK Amnon Ru- 
binstein, leader of the newly-born 
Centre Movement, is an electorate 
composed of his faithful Shinui sup- 
porters, the veteran Independent Li- 
berals, the short-lived breakaway 
Liberal Centre, Herut malcontents 
such as Moshe Amirav, recently 
drummed out of his party's central 
committee, and the disillusioned of 
what he terms the “ideologically 
bankrupt” Likud-Liberals.

Coming elections 
less predictable 
than ever before - 


ISRAEL'S FIRST eight elections 
were relatively clear-cut affairs in 
regard to who would rule the coun- 
try. Labour and its Mapai predeces- 
sor would either go up or down by a 
few Knesset seats, compared with 
the previous election, and various 
rainority parties would be better po- 
sitioned to become its coalition part- 
ners. But there was no major chal- 
lenge to Labour's primacy. 

The last three elections ushered in 
a new political era. In 1977, Labour 
lost an unprecedentedly large num- 
ber of seats, not so much to the 
Likud as to the upstart Democratic 
Movement for Change. It was the 
National Religious Party's decision 
to shift allegiance from Labour to 
the Likud, and the DMC's decision 
to enter a Likud coalition which 
made possible the first Likud gov- 
emment in Israeli history. 

In 1981, public opinion polis at 
the beginning of the campaign gave 
Labour a distinct lead over the Li- 
kud, but Menachem Begin came 
from behind to return the Likud to 


bour to the Citizens Rights Move- 
ment and to a possible new leftist 
bloc comprising the CRM, Mapam 
and an Arab list headed by Labour- 
defector Abdel Watuo Darousha. 

Both parties’ leaders are aware 
that strategies intended to stem the 
desertion of some ‘oters to those 
extremes could risk losing support 
of the floating vote in the centre. 
‘That problem highlights the fact that 
both Labour and the Likud are 
much less internally united on the 
major issues than they would like to 
admit. 

These divisions have always been 
more obvious in Labour than in the 
Likud. But Prime Minister Shamir's 
problems this week in explaining his 
position vis-a-vis the as yet vague 
American feelers on an autonomy 
initiative for the territories hints at 
the divisions one can also expect in 
the Likud. 

To complicate matters, it is far 
from impossible that those internal 
splits may again bring to the fore 
challenges to the leaders of the two

The 1984 campaign again began 
with a distinct advantage for La- 
bour, given the two major catastro- 
phes — the Lebanon War and run- 
away inflation - into which the 
Likud had led the country, without 
showing any signs of knowing how 
to extricate it from their 
consequences. 

The fact that the Likud, led this 
time by the grey and uninspiring 
figure of Yitzhak Shamir, could end 
up in a near tie with Labour, was an 
indication of many vacillating vot- 
ers’ deep suspicion of Labour and its 
leader Shimon Peres. 

Labour's performance in the first 
two years in which Peres headed the 
unity government, in extricating Is- 
rael from the Lebanese morass and 
putting an end to triple-digit infla- 
tion with a minimum of economic 
dislocation and hardship, was sever- 
al orders of magnitude better than 
that of the previous Likud govern- 
ments or of the succeeding two years 
under Shamir. 

There is little evidence to indi- 
cate, however, that the voters in the 
undecided middle, who will decide 
whether we are to be ruled by a 
Labour.or Likud coalition — or by 
another four years of half-coffee and 
half tea — will be poe more by 
past performance than by fears for 
the immediate future. 


THE LIKUD has been claiming in 
the past few weeks that recent pub- 
lic opinion surveys and unpublicized 
ty-commissioned polls have been 
Indicating a parity between the two 
major pasties, instead of the earlier 
gap in favour of Labour. That may 
or may not be so. But it helps to 
show that this election campaign 
may be even more unpredictable 
than the previous few have been. 
The two major parties will not 
only face a major contest for the 
hearts of the voters in the middle, 
but also serious challenges of ero- 
sion of their support to the ex- 
tremes: from the Likud to Tehiya 
and Kahane's Kach, and from La- 


parties. It is no secret that Yitzhak 
Shamir is not a particularly popular 
Likud leader. But a similar argu- 
ment could be made for Peres’s po- 
sition in Labour. 


IN THE Likud, it seemed last year 
that Shamir’s position as the party's 
compromise leader was assured fol- 
lowing his victory at the second ses- 
sion of its convention. But Ariel 
Sharon and David Levy may well 
decide that threats to the party's 
ideological stance on the question of 
the territories, inherent in the new 
American initiative, present them 
with a new opportunity to capture 
control of the party by cementing a 
partnership to oust Shamir. 

In Labour, the fierce animosity 
between Peres and Rabin which be- 
devilled the party between 1974 and 
1984 led to a cease-fire which was 
impressively maintained during the 
present government. But the clear 
differences between Rabin's empha- 
sis on the need to pacify the territo- 
res before any negotiations over 
their future begin, and Peres's iden- 
tification with the theme of the ur- 
gency of negotiations and an inter- 
national conference may well lead to 
a ape in og cease-fire. The 
argument that the might do 
much better with ite voters in the 
middle under Rabin, rather than un- 
der Peres, may well be heard again. 

Experience in the recent past has 
shown that the dominant issues 
which concerned the electorate at 
the beginning of Israel's overlong 
election campaigns often changed as 
the election date neared. 

Despite the recent overwhelming 
rejection of the Tehiya proposal for 
early elections, the Peres camp in 
Labour and the Shamir camp in the 
Likud may develop a common inter- 
est during the next several weeks in 
advancing the election date to the 
late spring instead of November 1. 
The intensity of American pressure 
in regard to the autonomy initiative 
and the possible prolongation of the 
disturbances in the territories will be 
critical factors in such a decision.

REMEMBER the Jews? They're those people 
whose life and times have recently been bur- 
ied under massive coverage of the doings, 
comings and goings of other people, including 
Palestinian noters, Arab leaders, American 
officials and British parliamentarians. 

But the Jews are also doing interesting 
things, other than having verbal and physical 
spats with other peoples. That is a good 
enough reason to drag social and economic 
issues back into the limelight, especially in a 
week that saw the formation of two new politi- 
cal parties which unabashedly announced that 
they were solely concerned with social issues. 
Even today,’ most ordinary people are more 
affected by health, education and pensions 
than the future of Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza strip. 

Maybe it is the Arabs who will determine 
our collective national fate. But it is just con- 
ceivable that the Jews are also important. If 
so, how we treat each other and how we run 
our country is at least as relevant as how we 
treat others and run our little empire. 

Let's look at a selection of current events to 
see what they tell us about what the Jews are 
up to in their home patch: first, consider this 
statement made by Labour MK Ora Namir 
fad week: Bile have to face ig the fact that 

ere are only two ions [ταὶ ing the 
health service crisis}: Ehher we bese Bical 
charges, or we go over to a national health 
insurance scheme. They bothrfly in the face of 
the values on which we grew up.” 

These are brave words from someone from 
the mainstream Labour tradition. There is 
apparently more of that kind of awakening 
among the Socialists. Even the health minis- 
ter, who built her career advocating public 
spending on social services to be centrally 
administered by government bureaucrats, has 
accepted the recommendations of a commit- 
tee of experts that the government get out of 
the business of running hospitals, and concen- 
trate on “formulating health policy,” whatev- 
er that may mean. 

The Histadrut itself was debating this week 
how to staunch the hemorrhage of members 
from its Kupat Holim Clalit fund to more 
flexible, better managed health funds, that are 

, more closely attuned to hearing what the pub- 
lic wants and then providing it. 

Outside that same meeting at Histadrut 
headquarters, a group of Tadiran workers 
who were threatened with the sack from their 
Histadrut-owned company, demanded that 
their boss, Yigal Ne’eman, pay the same price 
as they were being asked to pay. After all, 
they pointed out, he was more responsible for 
the firm's plight than they were.

IT IS FAIRLY easy for a country 
with a democratic tradition to main- 
tain the rule of law in times of rela- 
tive calm. The real challenge comes 
in times of crisis, when the society 
sees itself threatened, either by ex- 
ternal forces or by internal 
uprisings. 

There are very worrying signs that 
Israel is failing to meet that chal- 
lenge. The policy of beatings as a 
means of putting down the uprising 
of the Palestinians on the West 
Bank and in Gaza is a clear manifes- 
tation of the abandonment of any 
pretence at government under law, 
since illegal methods of operation 
have been adopted by the very 
forces responsible for law enforce- 
ment, whether it be the military in 
the territories or the police in 
Jerusalem. 


THE LEGAL POSITION regard- 
ing the use of reasonable force by 
law enforcement authorities can be 
stated fairly simply. Although there 
may be borderline cases, the follow- 
ing are the guiding principles: 

Reasonable force is permitted in 
the following situations: 

Olin order to ward off an immedi- 
ate attack on law-enforcement per- 
sonnel or on civilians; 

0 in order to disperse a violent 
demonstration; 

in order to effect the arrest of a 
person reasonably suspected of 
committing an offence, if that per- 
son tries to resist arrest or to escape. 

In all such cases the degree of 
force must be relative to the danger, 
and in no case may it exceed the 
degree of force needed to achieve 
the aim in mind. 

Thus, for example, if a youngster 
apprehended on suspicion of throw- 
ing a rock tries to escape, the sol- 
diers or police may use force to re- 
strain him. They certainly may not 
break his arms and legs. 


Force is not permitted in any of 
the following cases: 
O to punish a person who is sus- 
of breaking the law, no mat- 
ter how: serious the crime nor how 
strong the evidence-against him. 
Once a person has been appre- 
hended, any use of force against him 
must be regarded as punishment 
(unless “moderate force” is used to 
extract information on planned ter-

.ON FEBRUARY 2, 1948, The Palestine Post 
appeared on the news-stands right on schedule, 
which would not have been extraordinary, had 
February 1 been an ordinary day. ; 
, But the clacking of typewriters and teleprinters 
in The Post newsroom came to an abrupt halt 40 
years ago this week, when the paper's offices and 
press were rocked by a terrorist bomb. The Post 
building. was gutted, as were two adjacent build- 
ings on Rehov Hassolel in the centre of town near 
Zion square. Three people lost their lives in the 
blast and ensuing fire, and 50 were injured. 
Avraham Levin, now advertising manager at 
The Post, had left the building after the day’s 
work, but his father, Zalman, then a foreman on 
the printing press, was on duty wher the bomb 
exploded at 10:58 p.m. Two minutes later, one of 
δια press workers called Avraham to tell him that 
{bere had been an explosion and that his father 
had been seriously injured. A few minutes later, 
he was on the scene. “There was fire everywhere,

‘He remembered: “Ἵ did not hear the bomb 
when it went off. All I heard was a whoosh ~ the

moment, an eerie silence. Then someone yelled. 
Outside the newsroom, orange flames lighted the 
corridor. People began to stumble towards the 
door of the newsroom. There was no panic.” 
Zaman Levin had already been removed from 
the wreckage. Avraham rushed to Bikur Holim 


Hospital, only to learn that his father had been 
transferred in an armoured car with a British 
escort to Hadassah Hospital on Mount Scopus. 
Like most of the injured, Zalman Levin was cut 
from head to toe with splinters of glass and metal. 
He had lost an eye. 

Mount Scopus was cut off, so Avraham re- 
turned to The Post, “but there was nothing we 
could do. All the machines were smashed, their 
metal bent from the heat of the fire; and the floor 
tiles were burnt, even on the second floor. Only 
the west side of the building, which contained the 
archives was partially intact. Despite consider- 
able water damage, quite a bit of it was saved. 

“We left the fire brigade to handle the fire and 
rashed over to Ben- Yehuda Street. [Post editor] 
Gershon was delayed in Tel Aviv fol- 
lowing his return from abroad and [assistant edi- 
tor] Ted Lorie was actually in charge. He and the 
staff were determined not to miss even one day's 
paper. Everyone helped as much as he could, but 
all the records, all the news items, had been burnt 
in the fire. So we decided on a smailer format, a 
two-page issue. We printed the paper in a small 
printing press on Ben-Yehuda Street called Lif- 
shitz, on a flat printing machine, not rotary, and 
that’s how we did it.” 


ruins.” In the front page “‘Column One” the pro- 
Jewish British columnist Roy Elston, who wrote 
almost daily under the pen-name of David Court- 
ney, said: “The truth is louder than TNT and 
burns brighter than the flames of arson.” 

YET DESPITE the bombing, the staff was back 
in the building the next day. An article in the 
February 3 issue noted: “With the smoke of 
smouldering paper and debris drifting in through 
the empty window-frames, the editorial staff re- 
turned to duty....working all day, firemen of the 
Jewish Voluntary Brigade, members of the pa- 
per’s staff, the Jewish Civil Guard and volunteers 
salvaged what they could from the fire-swept 


building. Engineers installed an emergency tele- 
phone, electricians restored power on a tempo- 
ΤΆΓΥ line, and arrangements were made to print at 
the nearby Ahva Press.” © 

Bur the blown-out windows and loose wires 
hanging limply from the ceilings were the least of 
their problems. 

“Jerusalem was under siege. Electricity, fuel 
and food were scarce,” recalled Avraham Levin. 
“There were some nights that we put out the 
paper by candle-light.” 

“At the height of the siege in the spring of 
1948,” Moshe Levin recalled “the city had only a 
tiny reserve of fuel to keep the electric company’s 
generators operating. Only the hospitals, the bak- 
eries and The Post received a meagre 
power. The rest of Jewish Jerusalem sat at night 
in darkness.” : . 

Jewish Jerusalem was also going hungry, and 
The Post staffers were no eocoprion, he said. 
“Our small newsroom staff — no more than four 
or five — was as hungry for food as it was for news. 
pecan ™ the bright ais of —— hunger 
pangs anging up colour pictures of luscious 
dinners ripped from the pages of women's 
m es.” 

Yet another problem was getting the Tinto 
the hands of the readers. But the fact that they 
were unable to distribute the paper properly had 
its bright side, he noted. “Since we couldn't deliv- 
er our outside the city because of the Arab 
blockade, we stacked them high on the window 
sill — facing the exposed side of the newsroom. 
The papers may not have been read but they 
served us well.” 

Statehood ushered in a new era for both The 
Post and the nation as both fought to stay alive. 
Gershon Agron — as he was to be known later on 
— once said: “The Post is a survivor because it 
went through fire.” A reminder of that fire — a 
portion of the tile floor charred in the blaze — 
today is like an ornament on a wall in the editors’ 
meeting room in the new building in Romema. 

Looking back at The Post’s 55-year history, 
Avraham Levin notes with pride: “Except for a 
one-day closure of the paper by the British cen- 
sor, The Post has never missed an issue.”

Epilogue: the man who lit the fuse

SOME FOUR WEEKS after the Six Day War of June 
1967, a stocky man came up the steps of the old Jerusa- 
lem Post building and asked whether he could see Mr. 
Ted Lurie, the editor. He introduced himself formally as 
Abdul-Nur Khalil Janho, a busmessman from Ramal- 
lah, who by then had become, among his various enter- 
prises, the distributor of Tnouva dairy products in the 
West Bank. ν᾽ 

We invited him in, and before long he explained the 
real purpose of his visit. 

Abu Khalil Janho, as he was known, toid us outright 
that he was the man who had lit the fuse of the booby- 
trapped stolen British police pickup truck on that fateful 
night of February 1, 1948, which demolished a good part 
of The Palestine Post building. He had come now to 
offer his deep regrets, and asked for reconciliation, 
particularly as he had since become a staunch advocate 
of Israel-Palestinian coexistence. 

He went on to describe some of the details of that car- 
bomb attack. 


HE HAD BEEN recruited to do the job by the legend- 
ary Palestinian commander, Abdul Kader Husseini, 
who was yer gerne Band nis of Jewish 
Jerusalem with a car-l . Their primary 
target had been the Zion Cinema on Zion Square, but 
the planners of the attack apparently forgot to take into 
account that, because of the state of siege in the city and 
the frequent power cuts, there was no second evening 
performance. ᾿ 

Faced with an empty movie house, the two British 
deserters who had brought in the stolen police van with 
its load of half a ton of TNT from Shuafat, some two 
kilometres north of the city, quickly veered to the left 
and drove up the narrow Hasolel Street to their second- 
ary target — The Palestine Post. 

The 24-year-old Janho, who was dressed in a British 
police uniform for the occasion, followed the TNT truck 
in his Vauxhall. His task was to light the fuse that was to 
set off the explosion and walk away, since Abdul Kader 
Husseini apparently did not completely trust the British 
deserters to carry out their task to the very end. 

According to the book O Jerusalem by Collins 
and Dominique Lapierre, the two deserters who had 
offered their services to the Palestinian commander 
were Eddie Brown, a former police captain who claimed 
that his brother had been killed by the Irgun Tzvai 
Leumi (Etzel) under the command of Menachem Begin. 
and Peter Madison, a former army corporal. 


AT THE TIME of our meeting, Abu Khalil Janho bad 
already established personal contacts with Israeli politi- 
cians and IDF officers as a member of a Ramallah-based 


group of Palestinian moderates who were seeking ways 
of coexistence. 

Subsequently, he became actively involved with a 
larger group of notables who formally approached the 
Israel government with a proposal to set up a Palestinian 
entity in the West Bank. This would have a representa- 
tive assembly, which would cooperate with the Israeli 
authorities until a forma! political solution for the terri- 
tories was found. 

Their declared aim was to keep extremist Palestinian 
elements, aligned with the PLO, from gaining predomi- 
nant influence in the West Bank. At that time, PLO 
influence in the territories was only limited. 

Their initiat was turned down by the prime 
minister, Levi Esbkol. who feared that such a separate 
Palestinian representative assembly would turn the 
West Bank into a virtual fiefdom of then defence minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan. 

Another, more comprehensive, attempt to set up a 
Palestinian entity in the West Bank, which also involved 
the Shibadeh brothers of Ramallah, was subsequently 
turned down by Golda Meir, who had succeeded Eshkol 
after his death in February 1969." 


IN THE MUNICIPAL elections in the West Bank in 
April 1976, Janho led the opposition to the winning 
nationalist bloc of the incumbent Ramallah mayor. 
Karim Khalaf. When he failed to regain even his own 
seat on the council, Janho went on the day following the 

is to one of the town’s refugee camps, where an 
influential clan leader, Khatil Mussa Liftawi — from the 
village of Lifta, at the entrance to Jerusalem — had his 
home. Ris prone a heated argument ensued, since 
Janho believed that he had secured the support of 
the Liftawi clan. When he was attacked by a group of 
young men, Janho fired several warning shots, one of 
which hit Liftawi, who died of his wounds. 

Janho was arrested, together with three other men, 
including his son Khalil. One year later, he was acquit- 
ted of murder by a military court in Ramallah, which 
Tuled that he had acted in self-defence. But he was 
convicted of attacking a woman in the same refugee 
camp and sentenced to eight months in jail - time he had 


already served in custody. 


ON FEBRUARY 8, 1978, 30 years almost to the day 
after the car-bomb attack on The Palestine Post, Abdul- 
Nur Khalil Janho was assassinated outside his lavish 
offices in Ramallah. 

A PLO statement issued in Beirut said that “the 
people's will was carried out on the agent Janho in 
Ramallah. He was one of the collaborators with the 
Zionist occupation authorities."

-Squad in Palermo, describes the mood as the players await today’s matches 


PALERMO ~ Yesterday's draw in 
Israel's Davis Cup contest with Italy 
pits Gilad Bloonr in the opening 
game against Italy's No. 2, 
Francesco Cancellotti, at t0 a.m. 
local time (11 a.m. Israel time), with 
Amos Mansdorf to follow against 
the Italian No. i, Paulo Cane. 
Although both captains, Yossi 
Stabholtz and Adriano Panatta, 
shrugged off the draw as unimpor- 
tant, there is no doubt that it im- 
poses severe psychological pressures 
on both Bloom and Mansdorf. 
Bloom, at 20, will be playing his first 
vitally important match for his coun- 
try ~ hitherto he has only played in 
“dead” singles after the results were 
determined. Now he knows that, if 
he loses to Cancellotti, he will put 
Mansdorf under intense pressure 


, When the No. 1 goes on court. So for 


Bloom to open the tie places an 
awesome responsibility on his young 
but broad shoulders. 

Panatta said, “We are scared of 
Mansdorf. He could win both his 
singles matches, and that would 
make it very risky for us.” Past ex- 
perience shows that Mansdorf hates 
waiting on court, even for minutes, 


let alone for hours ~ and the five-set 
match on slow clay between Bloom 
and Cancellotti may well last hours. 
In India, Vijay Amitraj commented 
on how hard it is to be the second 
singles player in a Davis Cup tie, not 
knowing whether to eat anything or 
to lie down and sleep or to watch the 
game on court. And Amitraj has 
nerves of steel compared to Mans- 
dorf, who almost became ill waiting 
for Amitraj to finish his game 
against Shlomo Glickstein in New 
Delhi. 

Everyone in the Israeli camp is 
watching Amos with very anxious 
eyes. He is edgy and very uncommu- 
nicative. When an Italian journalist 
tried to get him to comment on the 
draw, Mansdorf ducked the ques- 
tion, saying, “Really, I don't think 
about it. I don’t want to talk at this 
stage. I only want to play tennis.” 

The atmosphere in both camps is 
tense and quiet. Both know that 
they have a chance of winning. Per- 
haps because they are so much at 
home in Palermo, the Italians ap- 
pear to be more jovial and extravert 
than the Israelis, who are keeping a 
very low profile. But the Italians, 


despite the vast benefits that the 
curious Davis Cup system confers 
on the team having home court ad- 
vantage — such as a tailored surface, 
an unfairly partisan crowd and line- 
judges in awe of their own players - 
are by no means cocksure. Over 
them hovers the shadow of 
Mansdort. 

Cancellotti makes no secret of the 
fact that he was delighted by the 
draw. “Im pleased to be back in the 
team again.” he said. “The draw is 
good for me. I'm delighted to be 
playing first. If we can establish a 2- 


‘0 lead, we should take the tie.” 


He was dropped from the squad 
after losing two singles matches 
against Amritraj and Krishnan. His 
fortunes have varied during the last 
two years, during wihich he plum- 
meted from 21 to below 250 in a 
matter of months. He has recovered 
considerable ground in the past 
year, and is now 75 on the ATP 
computer. 

The Italian journalists attribute 


_his ups and downs to an unstable 


character. One local expert said, “If 
he loses the first set against Bloom, 
there’s no knowing if he'll recover 


his composure.” 

His style in practice belied this 
reputation. Left-handed, he played 
very steadily. not varying his game 
according to his opponent. Some- 
times he seemed to have difficulty 
clinching the big points. 

Italy's main hope is Paolo Cane, 
22. currently ranked 51 in the world. 
Nicknamed “Neuro” in Italy, he is 
an extremely temperamental player, 
rather like John McEnroe. The dif- 
ference between him and McEnroe 
is that, when Cane loses his cool, his 
game goes to pieces. 

On his day he can be brilliant. He 
has a curious service, tossing the bail 
up very low with a very quick arm, 
thus making it very difficult for his 
‘opponent to anticipate where the 
ball is going. But he can serve three 
double faults in a game when the 
gods are not with him. 

The outcome may hinge on to- 
morrow's doubles, starting at 12.30 
p-m.local time (1.30 p.m Israel 
time). So far Stabholtz has named 
Shiomo Glickstein and Shahar Per- 
kis as Israel's players, but he has the

Finalists India face Yugoslavia’s one-man band 


DELHI (Reuter) - India, runners- 
up to Sweden in last year’s Davis 
Cup, open their 1988 campaign on 
their favourite home grass courts 
here this moming. Led by Vijay 
Amritraj and depending heavily on 
the delicate touch of their number 
one Ramesh Krishnan, the Indians 
face Yugoslavia in the World Zone 
first round. 

Last season’s heroes, who con- 
founded the odds by sailing past 
Czechoslovakia, Israel and Austra- 
lia before foundering on the rock of 
the mighty Swedes, could go as far 
again. The visitors rely on their two- 
metre tall number one Slobodan Zi- 
vojinovic, a big server, who, despite 
his bulk, likes the speed of grass 


courts. 
The Delhi Lawn Tennis Associa- 


tion courts are playing a little slower 
than when Israel collapsed against 
India here last July. 


But, as Amritraj ruefully admits: 
“Bobo (Zivojinovic) is no Mans- 
dorf” -- (Israel’s No. 1 unexpectedly 
lost both his singles). The big Yugo- 
slav should have little trouble win- 
ning both his matches. 


Zivojinovic is ranked 22 on the 
ATP ratings while Krishnan is at 35. 
Amritraj, 34, and no longer playing 
regularly on the circuit, is not 
ranked at all. 

But Yugoslavia are a one-man 
band. Their other singles player. 
Bruno Oresar, is ranked at 94 and 
prefers slower clay courts like those 
on which he won last year’s World 
University Games title on home 


ground in Zagreb. 

_ He meets Amritraj in the opening 
singles -- ἃ prospect which pleases 
the crafty Indian. who always rises 
to the occasion in the Davis Cup, 
particularly on the jush turf of the 
Delhi courts. 

Krishnan lacks a big serve but he 
should find little difficulty with Ore- 
sar in the reverse singles, leaving the 
tie, as happens so often in Davis 
Cup games, to hinge on the doubles. 

Again, Zivojinovic is the pick of 
the bunch — a former winner of the 
U.S. Open doubles along with 
Andres Gomez of Ecuador. But Zi- 
vojinovic’s Davis Cup parmer is 
Oresar. They face the unranked but 
vastly experienced pair of Vijay and 
his brother Anand, who have been 
playing Davis Cup ties for 20 years 


and are still winning and enjoying it.

The draw was very umpressive. It 
took place in the mayoral residence, 
the villa Niscemi, an imposing 16th. 
century building housing a wealth of 
artistic treasures. Every room is a 
work of art, with walls and ceilings 
covered with frscoes, augmented by 
a wealth of paintings, darkened in 
tone through the ages. 


Security arrangements are very 
tight, with hundreds of police guard- 
ing the Circolo tennis stadium.

Golfers: Beware that 


pitter-patter 


LONDON (Reuter) — They couldn't 
be more different — the tall, lean- 
muscled, blond Greg Norman of 
Australia, known as “The Great 
White Shark”, and the diminutive, 
stocky and dark-haired Welshman, 
Ian Woosnam. 

Yet what Norman did to domi- 
nate the world of golf in 1986, 
Woosnam virtually duplicated in ἃ 
magnificent 1987 season capped 
when he won the individual title and 
Jed his country to the World Cup 
championship in Hawaii last year. 

But whereas Norman's 1986 su- 
premacy earned him the world’s No. 
1 ranking, Woosnam will have to 
wait a while longer to move up from 
the No. 6 position which he reached 
at the end of 1987. 


The five above him must already 
be hearing the pitter-patter of little 
feet as Woosnam continues his rush 
up the list on which he stood a dis- 
tant 29th exactly a year azo. 

Woosnam, who stands 1.64 me- 
tres tall, went further in [9X7 than 
merely achieving his youl for the 
year — to become the top player in 
Europe -- and now he has set his 
sights ever higher. 

“I have two ambitions — to be- 
come the best player in the world 
and to become a millionaire, If I 
achieve the first then I won't have to 
worry about the second,” he said 
recently. 

He also has a third ambition, to 
iron out what he sees as the major 
flaw in his game — his putting.

Primary school, gave us 
some very sad insights, on This is the 
Time, into what is inside an Israeli 
Arab skin. He and his wife, who 
comes from Lod, live in East Jerusa- 
lem, but his heart is in Kfar Katif 


“ where be was bom and where 


his Parents and the friends of his 
youth five. All his relationships in 
Jerusalem are shallow and superfi- 
cial. He suffers from an identity cri- 
sis. For the Jews he is an Arab, and 
for.the East Jerusalemites, be is an 
Israeli Arab ~ not one of them. 


As an Arab, he is subjected to 
endless humiliation by the Israeli 
Police and troops. He is constantly 
ordered out of the car and made to 
Produce his documents. (Other Is- 
raeli Arabs reported to bim that 
they were forced by troops to clear 


_ the rocks rioters had used to set up 


barricades: When they protested 


that they were Israelis, they were 
told, “You're an Arab.”) 

When a journalist's car was 
Stoned in Beit Safafa, Elias’s school 
was surrounded by troops in ar- 
moured cars. He was taken to 8 
wooden hut in the Russian Com- 
pound. Through the paper-thin di- 
viding wall he said he heard curses, 
blows, terrible screams, as another 
Arab was being “interrogated” 
there. 

Ram Evron asked him about his 
aspirations for the future. He answered 
that his dream is to be an Israeli 


Arab, free and proud of both his - 


nationality and his peoplehood, 
with the Palestinian problem re- 
solved. Elias might have been an 
American Zionist Jew describing his 
self-image -- with suitable modifica- 
Gons, of course. I hope that it will al! 
come to pass and that he will go 
back to live in Kfar Katif. 


THE ACRE revelations began with 
a tourist guide showing a group of 
visitors around the Old City of 
Acre. He said suavely, “These 
buildings may look like slums to 
you, but inside they are very mod- 
ern, clean and afftuent, everyone 
having good furniture and a televi- 
sion Set. Just look at the antennae.” 

It was a brilliantly ironic start’ to 
revelations of conditions that would 
excite adverse comment if provided 
by Satan for the inhabitants of Ha- 
des. Walls and ceilings are filled 
with dampness; sometimes they co!- 
lapse as if the buildings had been hit 
by band grenades; no permission is 
ever given to effect repairs. Into this 
suburb of hell are packed 8,000 Ar- 
abs. And they don't want to leave. 

It was not clear whether the fail- 
ure to provide services on the part of 
all the 14 bureaucratic bodies con- 
cerned with the Old City was in- 
spired by a vicious desire to force 
the Arabs to leave so that Jews 
could take over, or by other, less 


, problems 


villainous motives. The area is rich 
in antiquities: An architect who 
loves every stone and is appalled by 
what the bureaucrats are doing to a 
national treasure, pointed out that a 
whole antique city is decaying into 
nothingness. The destruction of 
Acre, which even Napoleon was un- 
able to effect, is child’s play to an 
uncivil servant... 

Efforts have been made to re- 
house the Arabs in a modern village 
seven kilometres away. This seems 
to be a dreary exercise in erecting 
apartment blocks without any recre- 
ational, cultural or health facilities 
whatsoever. It is used as a dormitory 
suburb for Acre. Jf anyone does 
move to it, his vacated place in Acre 
is immediately taken by another 
Arab family. 

All the Arabs interviewed 
Stressed over and over again that 
they would never give up their 
homes, that they would rather die 
by having the roofs fall on them. 
They were obviously making the 
point that they will never leave the 
homes of their fathers. They talked 
of Acre in exactly that same way as 
Elias talked of Kfar Katif. 

I suspect that, after so many bun- 
dreds of thousands of Pafestinians 
became refugees inthe late Forties, 
a stereotype has taken firm hold of 
the minds and souls of the Israeli 
Arabs: They must assert, over and 
over again, that they will never 
move from their homes. Perhaps 
this is just a reaction to the nonsense 
we've heard about “Transfer,” a eu- 
phemism for compulsory 
deportation. 

After the film, we heard a very 
interesting interview with Prof. Ar- 
non Sofer of the geography depart- 
ment of the University of Haifa. He 
said that the demographic map of 
Israel is changing: Arabs from Gali- 
lee are moving to towns like Haifa, 
Jaffa and Lod, This seems to contra- 
dict the generalization that Arabs

never move from their ancestral 
homes: on the other hand, it is also 
an inevitable result of the Koenig 
policy of stifling development in na- 
tive Arab villages and towns. 

Prof. Sofer called on the govern- 
ment to start thinking seriously 
about what is to become of the Is- 
raeli Arabs. He said that 40 years of 
neglect of a problem was more than 
enough, and that 2 whole philoso- 
phy has evolve.

EVRON’S OUTSTANDING pro- 
gramme this week included two oth- 
er remarkable interviews, one with 
writer Jerzy Kosinski and the other 
witb a non-Jewish Polish professor 
and his assistant who have become 
experts on Hebrew.

Kosinski produced some very 
amusing comments on why his first 
book, published when he was still a 
Student, was written under the nom 
de plume of Joseph Novak. He said 
that students were supposed to read 
books, not write them. One advan- 
tage of the anonymity was that he 
could recommend the book most 
sincerely to his fellow students, 
thereby increasing sales. When he 
wrote a term paper on it, he got an 
F, bis examiner saying that he gross- 
ly exaggerated the importance of the 
book. 


Evron pulled off a major coup by 
producing the uncle of a boy whom 
Kosinski’s parents had rescued 
from the Nazis and had adopted. 
Kosinski said that, after his parents 
found him, he had hated his adopted 
brother, because he wanted to be an 
only child again.

malice and evil of Amalek. Why was 
the story of Jethro inserted here? To 
teach us that we should not think 
that the whole world is always 
against us and that along with the 
Amalekites whom we encounter so 
often in our history, we must also 
remember the Jethros who are not 
afraid to praise us in public and are 
even ready to offer some help and 
constructive advice. 

THE NEXT DAY, Jethro observed 
Moses as he sat down to judge the 
people and much to his amazement 
he observed something which he 


. had not been accustomed to see in 


his own country: “The people stood 
τοις ον A erange peoples those 
evening.” A strange people, 
Israelites! It was obvious that they 
cherished and admired Moses their 
leader, but did they not realize that 
they could kill him with their excess 
love? : 
At this point, Jethro offered iis 
unsolicited criticism: ‘What is this 
you are doing to the people?” 
‘We might have expected him to 
say: ‘What is this that the people 
are doing to you?" and not the way 
it was said. Why then did be reverse 
the charge? As an experienced 


people and instead addressed his 
words to Moses. Perhaps, he also 
tried to emphasize that it is the tead- 
er who is responsible for the way the 
16. treat him. oes 

“What are you doing to the peo- 
ple?” he exclaimed. You, Moses, 
believe no doubt that you are doing 
them a favour by making yourself 
available to them at all times, “from 
the morning till evening.” The way I 
understand it, said Jethro, is that by 
doicg this, you spoil them and in the 
long run could cause them more 


power of solitude 


harm than good. 

Candid criticism notwithstanding, 
much has not changed in Jewish 
life throughout history. The old- 
style rabbi never knew “office 
hours” or schlafstunde. His hovse 
was open at all times to any person 
who might need him “from morning 
fil! evening” and also all through the 
night. God too, said one great rabbi, 
acts in this way. Thus we refer to 
him in the Grace after meals as the 
“One who grants us sustenance con- 
stantly every day, at every season 
and at every hour” (b’khol yom, 
b’khol et uv'khol sha’‘a). 

Some rabbis (Mekhilta quoted by 
Rashi) find different meaning in Je- 
thro's remarks directed at Moses. 


. They pick on two particular words in 


the verse: “Next morning, Moses sat 
to judge the people, and the people 
stood about Moses from morning till 
evening.” When Jethro oberved this 
scene be criticized Moses: ‘What is 
it that you do to the people?... Why 
do you alone sit while all the people 
stand around you from morning til} 
evening?” Is this nice? Should they 
not be offered a chair to sit down? 
IN HIS KEEN observation of the 
Israelite camp and in his concern for 
his son-in-law, Jethro noticed some- 
thing else which the Israelites 
seemed mnaware of. “Why do you 
sit alone and all the people stand 
about you from morning till 
evening?” 

Few people are sensitive enough 
to realize how lonely some of the 
people “at the top" can get. In spite 
of the fact that Moses was surround- 
ed with people “from morning till 
evening” (or maybe because of it), 
Jethro was shocked to discover how 
alone he really was. 

Even when the great theophany 
comes and God reveals himself in 
fire and smoke, thunder and light- 
ning to all of Israel, a gathering of 
600,000 people share the experi- 
ence. They tremble and quiver, but 
remain’ standing “from afar." Only 
Moses, alone in the middle of the 
reeling crowd, “drew near unto the 
thick darkness where God was” 
(Ex. 20:15-18). :

He is the popular leader of his 
people, always in the centre of the 
news and still as lonely, even now, 
as he was when he was an aban- 
doned baby floating alone on the 
Nile, bundled up in a small box to 
escape death at the hands of 
Pharaoh. 

This seems to be the fate of most 
great souls whose life is wholly dedi- 
cated to one: great purpose which 

them. Most of them will 
not readily admit to the fact of their 
loneliness, they try to cover it up, to 
appear as if they really belonged to 
the crowd. However, this cover-up 
does not always work. Jethro detect- 
ed Moses’ existential solitude in the 
midst of the people standing around 
him constantly from morning till 


evening. ᾿ 

One of the greatest rabbinical fig- 
ures in our Own generation most 
couragously opened up a window 
into this world of existential loneli- 
ness. In a brilliant essay entitled The 
Lonely Man of Feith, first published 
in 1965 and ever since considered a 
classic in modern religious thought, 
Rabbi Joseph B. Soloveitchik de- 
scribes this painful and yet elevating 
experience which he draws from his 
own life. 

Soloveitchik’s essay is a valuable 
and rare docament in that it records 
the religious life of a renowned con- 

scholar and rabbi, a mas- 
ter of halacha and head of one of the 
largest yeshivot in the world. The 
image of the religious personality 
that emerges from this essay defies 
all preconceived notions we hold of 
the inner life of genuine men of faith 
of such calibre. 

It is an image of a person “whose 
religious experience is fraught with 
inner conflicts and incongruities, 
who oscillates between ecstasy io 
God's companionship and despair 
when he feels abandoned by God, 
and who is tom asunder by the 
heightened contrast between self- 

jation and al tion.” 

Rabbi Soloveitchik believes that 
this has been the image of men of 
faith “since the times of Abrabam

intimate knowledge of the recent 
contacts, said this week that Shamir 
would not be a stickler for names. 
The prime minister's spokesman 
begged to differ. 


Israel had no monopoly on dou- 
ble-dealing statements. Jordanian 
ministers roundly condemned the 
American initiative while King Hus- 
sein quietly gave it the go-ahead. 
U.S. spokesman solemnly pro- 
claimed that the U.S. has “πὸ plans, 
no proposals”, while State Depart- 
ment officials were, at the same 
time, offering detailed and precise 
proposals to the parties involved. 

A peace process might just 
emerge from all this political ma- 
neuvering. Progress might actually 
be made on an interim settlement 
and on an opening for peace talks 
acceptable to both Israel and Jor- 
dan. However, the parties involved 
will be just as surprised by such de- 
velopments as everybody else.

ing nearly a week at a five-star hotel 
in Jerusalem. 

The trip was originally scheduled 
as a preliminary tmp for 40th anni- 
versary celebrations. 

By the time the group arrived, it 
was an “explanation trip”, meaning 
that it was an opportunity for Israeli 
officials to explain to American 
Jews how to explain to other Ameri- 
can Jews what Israel looks like on 
TV 


Of the 800 invited community 
leaders, barely 45 went on the trip. 

Despite the claims of the eternally 
optimistic Tourism Ministry, major 
charter companies are reporting 
mass cancellations. 

One such company, an interna- 
tional charter tourism firm, that 
moves hundreds of thousands of 
tourists around the world, reports 
that its bookings have already been 
slashed by 30 per cent. 


“ALMOST EVERY human contact 
a tourist has in Israe! is accidental. 
Usually, the entire experience is 
spent in the company of the guide.” 

Guides are asked questions. And 
they have to have answers. 

“But a successful guide doesn’t 
offer his personal views. A good 
guide learns how to be a diplomat, 
about human relations, about poli- 


tics. 

“Pretend I'm a tourist and I ask 
you: ‘what's going to be with the 
Arabs?’ : 

“I'm not going to go into specif- 
ics. But Fl tell you the different 
views that exist in Israe}. I'll explain 
what Shamir and Peres have in com- 
mon and what they differ on. But 
you should know, most tourists 
don't have any idea who Shamir or 
Peres are.” 

And for that matter, why should 
they? 

How many Israelis can identify 
American politicians other than 
Reagan? And why should an Israeli 
visitmg America be expected to 
name the Democratic Dwarfs? 

There are reasonable answers to 
those questions. Israel receives a 
great deal of aid, and since Ameri- 
cans pay for that aid ic might be a 
good idea for each party to know 
something about those who decide 
to give the aid and those who get it. 


But why expect a tourist, whether 
on a vacation or a pilgrimage. to 
care about our politics. indeed. our 
future? 

Because they are Jewish? They 
aren't ali Jewish, and even those 
who are, have lives elsewhere. 

‘Because we care? They care 
about Wall Street or Irangate. Do 
we? 


THINK ABOUT the last time you 
travelled abroad as a tourist. How 
much do you remember? 

“PH tell you something,” says Ni- 
kolayevski. “Μοὶ tourists don’t re- 
member much of what they've seen 
or heard.“ 

They remember an impression or 
an emotion. Yad Vashem is hard to 
forget. Masada is hard to forget. 

But political explanations are 
easy to forget. “For a while,” says 
Nikolayevski, “I'm sure that what 
the guide tells the tourist about poli- 
tics is what the tourist will talk about 
at home. 

“But what the tourist will remem- 
ber is that it was safe here, that there 
were some high points and maybe 
some low points. That the hotels 
were comfortabje — or not so com- 
fortable; that the guide was friendly 
or not; that the weather was good or 
bad; that the restaurants were good 
and reasonably priced or bad and 
expensive.” 

But even in normal times - and 
there are plenty of indications that 
the events of the last two months are 
the new normal times — there seems 
to be a local compulsion to make the 
outsider some kind of participant in 
our debates. Haven't you tried to 
explain things to foreign visitors? 
Haven't you found yourself acting as 
a guide, using your own politics as 
the map to understanding what's go- 
ing on? ; 

It's partly Zionism. which has yet 
to cope with the idea that not all the 
Jews in the world are going to live 
here. It’s partly the easy assumption 
that world is against us. 

Whatever it is, it's something Is- 
raelj, this obsession with how Israeli 
society appears to the rest of the 
world, and the assumption that peo- 
ple’ — other than the professional 
politicians and journalists and left- 
Ists and rightists — actually care 
about us.

Bajrami is the first Yugoslav offi- 
cial to accuse Waldheim. Historian 
Dusan Plenca, who discovered the 
incriminating Waldheim telegram, 
retired some time ago. Bajrami said 
he would publish his documents 
very soon. 

Bajrami charged that the execu- 
tion of the partisans had been or- 
dered by the ‘'Generalstab Heeres- 
gruppe E." Waldheim allegedly 
watched the execution in the compa- 
ny of General Alexander Lehr (who 
was executed after the war), and 
two “Albanian collaborators,” 
Xhaver Deeva and Rexhep 
Mitrovica. 

Bajrami maintained that his wife, 
Melicha Hassani, witnessed the kill- 
ing. ‘These four men were a kind of 
honorary delegation at this execu- 
tion,” Bajrami explained. 

Waldheim's office reacted to 
these new allegations by saying, 
“This is impossible. Waldheim 
‘could not have been there, because 
he didn’t have the authority or the 
rank.” 

Austria is anxiously waiting to see 
whether the Yugoslav authorities 
will show the material they have to 
the international commission of his- 
torians looking into Waldbeim's 
wartime record. 

Plenca was reportedly interrogat- 
ed by Yugoslav police after the Spie- 
gel article appeared. There is specu- 
Jation that this was the result of 
criticism from Austria, which is re- 
garded as a friendly country. Dis- 
may has been voiced in Vienna at 
the way Yugoslavia is treating the 
Waldheim issue. 

The West German historian, 
Manfred Messerschmidt, who 
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searched for the incriminating tele- 
gram in the Croatian archives in Za- 
greb for two days this week, has 
returned to Vienna, where the com- 
mission reconvened yesterday. It 
will present its report to the Austri- 
an government on Monday. as 
scheduled. 

According to Messerschmidt, it is 
conceivable that the document was 
never in a state or regional archive, 
but in the possession of a private 
individual. 

He added that the Spiegel photo- 
graph of the telegram, which men- 
tions “Waldheim requesting the 
transportation of 4,224 civilians, 
among them women, children and 
old men to labour and concentration 
camps,” has no archive registration 
number. 

This statement was contradicted 
in Belgrade by Plenca, who told rep- 
resentatives of the international 
press that he had seen the original 
telegram in the national archives in 
Belgrade two years ago. 

He reiterated that the archives are 
open and anyone who is interested 
can check for himself. He promised 
to see if the document was still in 


place. 

A diplomat in Belgrade said there 
were growing signs that an original 
existed of the document. He de- 
clined to elaborate.

Some sick fund 
members could 
be more equal

A SPECIAL Histadrut committee, 
apppointed by’ Labour Federation 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar, is 
sitting on a time bomb. The holiest 
of Histadrut cows, equal medical 
service for all, regardless of income, 
is under attack. To put it bluntly, 
the Histadrut is considering offering 
private medicine for those with the 
ability to pay. a 
The committee's brief, according 
to informed sources, is to examine 
the possibility of the Histadrut’s op- 
erating its own private medical in- 
surance scheme under which those 
who pay into the fund, will be guar- 


anteed faster and more efficient 
service. 

The committee, under the chair- 
manship of Dov Peleg, head of the 
Histadrut’s social security division, 
is under no illusion about the diffi- 
culties facing it. The general idea 
under discussion is that the Hista- 
drat will continue to operate in the 
normal way with Kupat Holim Clalit 
members paying their regular, 
monthly contribution, the mas ahid. 
But those people dissatisfied with the 
standard of service they receive in 
return for their money, will also 
have the option of joining an addi- 


tional scheme whereby payment of 
an extra premium will entitle them 
to preferential treatment when they 
need heaith care. 

And herein lies the problem. How 
can the Histadrut maintain its ideo- 
logical purity while acting like a pri- 
vate medical insurance company? If 
the new system ever comes into op- 
eration, then all the Histadrut’s 
claims of providing an equal service 
go out of the window. 

The committee has only recently 
begun its discussions, and there are 
no guarantees that anything will ac- 
tually emerge from its deliberations. 


But the fact that the issue is being 
discussed at all shows that all is not 
well in Kupat Holim, a health fund 
in urgent need of major surgery. 
Histadrut feaders are only too 
aware that over the years, thousands 
of people have left Kupat Holim in 
preference for rival health funds. 
According to statistics quoted by the 
Histadrut itself, in 1985 1,132,167 
paid the mas ahid while last year this 
figure had dropped to 1,117.775. At 
Histadrut headquarters. officials 
freely admit that their members are 
sick of the long wait for elective 
Operations and Histadrut pharma- 
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cies which never seem to have the 
required drugs in stock. Kupat Ho- 
lim only recently gave its members 
the right to choose their doctors 


from a panel. 


The major villain in the decline of- 


Kupat Holim according to the Hista- 
drut, is the, government. Retiring 
Kupat Holim chairman Professor 
Haim Doron said earlier this week 
that the government's contribution 
to the Histadrut health fund, includ- 
ing the mas makbil. the employers’ 
contribution to their workers’ health 
fund, had declined from 65.8 per 
cent of the fund’s budget in 1978 to 
53.1 per cent today. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the share 
of mas makbil has also declined as a 
result of the drop in Kupat Holim 
membership. ἢ 

Doron argues that this 12.7 per 
cent point shortfall in government 
support, out of a budget close to 
NIS 2 billion for 1988, prevents Ku- 
pat Holim from providing its mem- 
bers with the necessary services. 

According to the Health Minis- 
try’s budget for 1988, 41} the coun- 
try'’s health funds combined will 
only receive around NIS 36 million 
directly from the government, a 
sharp decline from past years, with 
the rest of the government's contr- 
bution coming im the form of the 
mas makbil. 

The Histadrut has reached an 
agreement in principle with the La- 
bour and Social Affairs Ministry un- 
der which Kupat Holim’s slice of the 
mas makbil cake will increase in 
comparison with the other health 
funds because of its greater geo- 
graphica) distribution and higher 
number of pensioner members. 
(Around 95 per cent of all pension- 
ers are members of Kupat Holim, 
according to Histadrut figures.) 
BUT PELEG warns that this agree- 
ment by itself is not enough to save 
Kupat Holim. He says if the fund 


does not immediately receive NIS 
180 million from the government, 
about 10 per cent of the fund's bud- 
get, then the system will collapse. In 
the long-term. he talks of the gov- 
ernment directly contributing 25 per 
cent of the fund's budget, the mas 
ahid funding another quarter and 
the rest coming from the sas mak- 
bil, Histadrut enterprises such as 
Koor Industries, are hardly in any 
state to offer Kupat Holim any fi- 

Peleg's deputy in the social securi- 
ty division, Moshe Waldman, the 
Histadrut official in charge of Kupat 
Holim, maintains: ‘We have to fight 
the government to get more money 
because otherwise the health service 
will collapse.” . 

Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino agrees. She makes no se- 
cret of her desire to see the govern- 
ment increase its funding of Kupat 
Holim but admits that with Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim controlling 
the purse strings, a sudden flow of 
money into Kupat Holim’s coffers is 
unlikely. 

Arbeli-Almoslino also supports 
Kupat Holim's recent agreement to 
pay its doctors more money for ex- 
tra shifts performed in the afternoon 
to help cut down the wait for elec- 
tive surgery. But once again. Nissim 
has refused to approve the moncy 
for this, claiming that the agreement 
in effect constitutes a new wage 
agreement. 

Not surprisingly, the Likud fac- 
tion in the Histadrut does not share 
the majority view that Nissim is

The modest mayor behind Eilat’s boom 


EILAT IS prosperous. Only two 
years ago, there were about 2,000 
empty flats. Today people are wait- 
ing for more than 500 flats which are 
under construction. Prices are so 
high, however, that not many peo- 
ple can afford to both live and work 
in Eilat. But this is not only their 
problem, says Mayor Rafi Hoch- 
man, it is also an obstacle for the 
manufacturers who cannot recruit 
skilled workers from the north when 
they need them. 

There is a debate whether the 
prosperity is due to the tourist boom 
and the accelerating nationwide 
economic activity or to the fact that 
Eilat is going to be a tax haven. But 
one fact cannot be ignored. Mivneb 
Ta’asia. the government-owned 
company. has received orders and 
down payments for 8,000 square 
metres of new industrial premises. 
Those in el of the aaa claim 
that demand exists for another 
12,000 sq.m. Some of the new indus- 
trial buildings in the desert are al- 
ready prepared and new entrepre- 
heurs are due to take occupancy of 
their new sites. 

Within three years, the number of 
households has risen by one thou- 
sand to reach the present figure of 
7,500, and the number of businesses 
is up by 50 per cent to 1,500, accord- 
ing to municipality treasurer Zvi 
Zwebner. And the number of 
ple who want to establish their busi- 
nesses in Eilat is growing. What is 
the reason? 

The main reason, Eilat dwellers 
believe, is taxes. This has driven 
entrepreneurs to establish enter- 
prises far from raw materials and 


markets and yet still be profitable. 

But some officials think it will not 
work. Industry and Trade Ministry 
Director-General Yoram Beli- 
zovsky says that he does not believe 
that tax advantages by themselves 
could attract new industry. He be- 
lieves that only tourist-oriented in- 
dustries have a real future in the 
resort city. ἢ 

If ἃ new plant has no intrinsic 
economic reason to be located in 
Eilat, tax relief will not help it. In- 
come Tax Commissioner Yair Ra- 
binovitch does not believe in tax 
relief at all to encourage economic 
activity in specific fields. This causes 
distortion of the economy, by the 
fictitious registration of economic 
activity that doesn't really exist in 
those areas which the government is 
seeking to boost, but is alive and 
well in the centre of the country, he 
contends. ms 

Shlomo Barkan, assistant director 
of the Customs and VAT depart- 
ment, is also sceptical about VAT 
exemption as a means of encourag- 
ing economic activity. He favours 
direct government allocation of 
funds to help areas such as Eilat. 
Although Eilat’s Free Trade Zone 
has been in operation for than 18 
months, prices in the city have not 
been cut, or, more accurately, prices 
are still high despite the VAT 
exemption. 


GOVERNMENT officials may be 
sceptical about the tax reduction 
system, but entrepreneurs think dif- 
ferently. 

‘What is all the fuss about? A great 
deal. Entrepreneurs are now enti-

tled to a 38 per cent grant of their 
approved investments, on a par with 
Grade A development areas. Since 
Eilat is a Free Trade Zone, employ- 
ers get back up to 20 per cent of 
their employees’ income tax pay- 
ments. Besides that, employees 
themselves are entitled to a 10 per 
cent reduction in their income tax. 

Small wonder, then, that Zion 
Cables is profitable: three work- 
shifts per day: a new production line 
producing $2m worth of equipment 
that was formerly imported; a $12m. 
turnover which goes solely to the 
local market — and all this, while the 
raw materials are shlepped all the 
way from the north and the final 
product goes back there. A veritable 
tax haven. 


Now there is even a better bonus: . 


the “free port” which is to be built 
northeast of the city, far from any 
planned or existing port. Income tax 
on distributed profits of enterprises 
in this new “free port” is planned to 
be only 15 per cent, a mere one third 
of the regular rate. 

Not surprisingly, everybody 


“wants to be within its limited area. 


Last week, I met an entrepreneur 
who was attempting to convince the 
mayor of Eilat to appeal to the gov- 
ernment to extend the borders sur- 
rounding the port so that it would 
include his .recently-built plant. 
Why, he asked, should he invest 
some $60,000 just to move his plant 
a few liundred metres? 

The entrepreneur, however, 


should not be in too much of a hur- 
ty. According to official informa- 
‘tion, which customs officials be~ 
lieve, companies can enjoy this 
minimal income tax rate only if 100 
per cent of their product is ear- 
marked for export. There is, howev- 
er, another interpretation of the 
law, not yet tested in court, which 
says that 90 per cent earmarked for 
export will be sufficient for a plant 
to be an “approved enterprise in 
free port.” 

“Free port” areas are hardly new, 
say the sceptics. Such areas have 
existed in the past and still exist in 
Haifa, Ashdod and Eilat. All the 
entrepreneurs who have tried to 
reap the benefits from these places 
have failed. Now nobody benefits 
from the “free port” zones. Experts 
say that the reason for this lies in 
bureaucratic squabbles between the 
Port Authority and those zones. 

In Ejlat, however, the story is 
quite different. This “free port” -- at 
which trucks, not ships, will load 
and unload goods -- is behind the 
town, far from the sea, and thus far 
from the reach of the Port Author- 
ity. This in itself is enough to justify 
another try for a system which has 
proved successful in other zones 
around the world. 


DESPITE his apparent lack of ex- 
pertise, Rafi Hochman has succeed- 


ed where others have failed. In fact, . 


even though some people regard 
him as eccentric, he has done more 
for Eilat than any of his predeces- 
sors. There are now about 4,100 ho- 
tels rooms in Eilat and some 9,000 
employees. According to the Eco- 


nomics Ministry, these figures are 
expected to swell to 7,600 hotel 
rooms and 16,000 to 21.000 empioy- 
ees by 1995. A casino for foreign 
tourists has also been approved. 

The number of apartments will 
increase to 11,300 from the current 
7,650. Eilat has the only Free Trade 
Zone in Israel and it is going to have 
a real. active “free port.” 

However, this is not enough for 
Ejlat’s civic -leaders. Economics 
Minister Gad Ya’acobi and Mayor 
Hochman have a dream to reorga- 
nize the city. The plan has three 
aspects. First, within two months, 
the authorities are to issue a tender 
for contractors and investors who 
wish, at their own expense, to build 
a new international airport at Ein 
Evrona, north of Ejlat. It would be 
located opposite the Aqaba airport 
across the border in Jordan. Ac- 
cording: to. this plan, the airport 
should be ready by 1990, costing 
about $35 million. 

The winner of the tender will have 
to finance and build the airport, but 
there is a big prize waiting for him at 
the end of the project: he will re- 
ceive the ee area currently

This prime site in the centre of Eilat 
should be worth far more than the 
amount needed to build the new 
international airport. — 

The next stage of the plan is to 
build a new port 800 metres from 
the Jordanian border which will ex- 
tend 700 metres inland. This port 
would be very cheap to construct 
since it would have a naturally pro- 
tected harbour, 


Ya’acobi believes that this port 
would be ideal for the import of 
coal, which in turn would provide 
the needed volume for the third 


stage — a railway costing $156 mil- 
lion. The idea is that the coal would 
be loaded far from the new port, 
already wetted and ground, in order 
to prevent pollution from coal dust. 
The new port would subsequently 
free another 2.5 km. of beautiful 
coral beach to be used for more 
hotels and more holiday flats. :

Israeli expert talks, and world listens 


REMEMBER hyperinflation? Most 
people who lived through the period 
when prices were rising at 15 per 
cent, 20 per cent and even more per 
month in the Israeli economy won't 
forget the experience in a hurry. 

But it's an ill wind that blows no 
one any good, and even the hyperin- 
flationary horrors benefited some. 
In the business world, the money 
illusions created by galoping late 
tion blinded most people to the real 
state of things. But, as the old prov- 
erb has it, in the kingdom of the 
blind the one-eyed man is king. In 
the kingdom of inflationary blind- 
ness, the accountant became king, 
because ke could make slightly bet- 
ter sense of the numbers than any- 
one else. 

Today, of course, that period is 
becoming a painful memory for 
most businessmen ~ if they didn't go 
bust in the process of re-adjusting to 
normality. But elsewhere, especially 
in South America and even as close 
to home as Turkey and Yugoslavia, 
high rates of inflation continue to 
reign. This provides Israeli experts 
on inflation the best of all worlds — 
not to suffer from it at home, but to 
use their knowledge and experience 
abroad, 

The best known of these Israeli 
inflation-fighters is, of course, Pro- 
fessor Michael Bruno, now gover- 
nor of the Bank of Israel, and for- 
merly of the Hebrew University. As 
chief architect of the Economic Sta- 
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bilization Programme of July 1985, 
Bruno has attained world renown as 
au anti-inflationary witch-doctor. 
But he is not the only one. 
Aharon Fass, a senior partner at 
Bavli, Milner, one of Israel's leading 
accountancy firms, has carved him- 
self a niche, both at home and 
abroad, im the context of his profes- 
sion’s efforts to deal with inflation. 
The difference between Bruno the 
economist and Fass the accountant 
is that the former is supposed to slay 
the dragon, while the latter merely 
seeks to observe and measure it, 


preferably in captivity.

While Bruno has been addressing 
learned gatherings on advanced 
dragon-slaying techniques, Fass has 
been passing the knowledge gained 
from his own, and the general Israe- 
li, inflationary experience via a com- 
mittee of leading international ac- 
countants set up by the profession's 
supreme council, the International 
Accounting Standards Committee 
(LASC). 

Fass's committee recently issued 
for comment a draft paper entitled a 
“Proposed Statement ~ Financial 
Reporting in Hyperinflationary 
Economies.” Even to the non-pro- 
fessional Israeli, most of this is intel- 
ligible, even to the point of being 
obvious, which suggests that all Is- 
raelis are experts in hyperinflation. 

Thus the introduction notes that 
“in a byperinflationary economy,

Instead, it gives some common 
symptoms and lets everyone decide 
for themselves. These characteris- 
tics may include the general prefer- 
ence to hold ‘wealth “in non-mone- 
tary assets or in a relatively stable 
foreign currency,” while cash is “‘im- 
mediately placed to maintain pur- 
casing Power — even if only for a

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AFTER all the criticism, much of it well deserved, to which 
the defence minister has lately been subjected, a word of 
praise for him is fully in order. While more timid souls kept 
their silence, Yitzhak Rabin this week openly and correctly 
characterized the organized body of settlers in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza as a burden on Israel's security. 

The case, first articulated by Gush Emunim, for settlement 
in the occupied territories does not primarily, or even impor- 
tantly, rest on security considerations at ail. The security 
argument is only a means of making more palatable the 
settlers’ fundamentalist claim of right to act on behalf of the 
entire Jewish People by settling up the territories, thus assur- 
ing the eternal indivisibility of Eretz Yisrael. 

It is not merely, so their argument runs, that a large enough 
body of settlers, be their motivation what it may, will prevent 
any future Israeli government from ceding any portion of the 
Land to strangers, meaning Arabs, for some paper peace. 
Even before the territories are overwhelmingly colonized, a 
growing Jewish presence right in their midst will teach the local 
Palestinians that their hope of ever being released from Israel's 
grip is but an illusion. 

Arms-bearing civilian’ Jewish settlers will demonstrate the 
fact to the locals, and will help the army maintain peace and 
quiet, and law and order, in still predominantly Arab Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza. 

It has long been apparent, though not to the settlers them- 
selves, that this settler theory is but a tissue of dangerous 
illusions. When confronted with evidence that their intrusion 
into areas of heavy Palestinian concentration is only helping 
inflame anti-Israel, and anti-Jewish, passions, the Council of 
Settlements would reply that the fault is that of the IDF, and of 
its civilian superiors. 

If only the IDF came down hard enough on the terrorist 
malefactors, ruthlessly practising collective punishment, ev- 
erything would be in perfect order. But if the army is too weak- 
kneed to protect them, the settlers themselves should be 
allowed to take the “law” into their own hands and, using it as 
aclub, discipline the unruly Arabs. They will in fact do so even 
if not officially allowed. 

The momentum-gathering Palestinian insurrection during 
the past two months might have been expected to open the 
settlers’ eyes to the facts of life, but, of course, it did not. 
When Mr. Rabin started applying bis “iron fist” the settlers 
clapped their hands, silently. But when even that policy 
proved insufficient in assuring the complete safety of each and 
every one of their number, the settlers began crying havoc. 

Their regular cabinet lobbyist, the NRP’s Yosef Shapira, 
approached Mr. Rabin following the inner cabinet's meeting 
on Wednesday with the demand for a still more massive army 
presence in the territories. The defence minister's angry re- 
sponse was, in effect, that the settlers go fly a kite. They are a 
security burden for Israel. They should learn from the much 
worse exposed settlers along the northern confrontation line, 
how to bear up. 

The defence minister has for once said the right thing. It 
now remains for him to also make it crystal clear to the sei ers, 
and to their political sponsors, that the fate of the territories 
will be determined not by their threats of violence but by 
Israel's democratic decision. 


Selling a government asset 


EVEN those who do not consider wholesale privatization to be 
a panacea for the country’s economic ills, should not find much 
that is essentially wrong with the sale of the government's 75 
per cent stake m the Paz Oil Co. to a private Australian 
investor, Jack Liberman. Certainly the deal is nothing like the 
national disaster some spokesmen of the Left have made it out 
to be. By the same token, however, the deal is something less 
than the great boon the finance minister claims it is. 

For one thing, when such factors as the uncertainty facing 
Israel’s oil economy, and Paz’s own profitability, are duly 


taken into account, the amount of $95 million paid by Mr.. 


Liberman seems perfectly reasonable. No higher price was 
offered by any other prospective buyer. 

The argument that in losing direct control of Paz the govern- 
ment has lost access to the inner secrets of the entire oil cartel, 
is an invention. The ownership of Paz did not make it any 
easier for the government to exercise control over the cartel, 
and instruments of control are still available. In any case, the 
best way to control the cartel would be to get rid of it through 
deregulation, which is what the energy minister, Moshe Sha- 
hal, 15 proposing. 

Surely Paz itself will remain an Israel-registered company, 
subject to Israel’s laws. It must also be assumed that the sales 
agreement limits Mr. Liberman’s freedom to dispose of his 
share in the company at any time to whomsoever he pleases. 

What is rather puzzling is Moshe Nissim’s presentation of 
the deal as not merely a great step in the forward march of 
privatization, but as an important contribution to the lighten- 
ing of Israel's massive foreign debt burden. An important 
contribution it most assuredly is not. And the few million 
dollars the deal has netted the Treasury do not seem to justify 
the Treasury’s decision to sell the company off to a foreigner, 
devoted to the Jewish state as he may be, rather than to the 
Cal rag Israeli public. 

Mr. Nissim might at least have informed the public of the 
reasons for the decision.

According to the state comptrol- 
ler, the government up through 1984 
had provided about $72m. in grants 
and subsidies, equal to about 58 per 
cent of the total investment in Intel’s 
Jerusalem production facility.

U.S. peace move 


aimed at both 
Likud and Labour

IT MAY HAVE taken two menths 
of unprecedented and highly pubii- 
cized violence in the West Bank and 
Gaza, but the United States has fi- 
nally embarked on a major new 
Arab-Israeli peace initiative that 
shows some promising signs. 

Senior U.S. officials, while cer- 
tainly aware of the pitfalls, are 
hopeful that at long last real pro- 
gress in overcoming some of the 
procedural and substantive prob- 
lems can yet be achieved this year, 
despite U.S. and Israeli elections. 
They are willing to buck the conven- 
tional wisdom which maintains that 
diplomatic progress is impossible 
during election years. 

Indeed, the officials are privately 
suggesting that the U.S. elections 
may even serve as ἃ positive force in 
advancing the process. The Reagan 
administration, for one thing. would 
certainly relish a major diplomatic 
triumph in the Middle East as it 
leaves office. - 

And Israeli leaders, they further 
explain, recognize that both Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Secretary 
of State George Shultz are about as 
friendly ἃ Washington combination 
as is realistically possible. Who 
knows whether the next U.S. ad- 
Tinistration, Democratic or Repub- 
fican, will demonstrate that same 
level of support for Israel? Ameri- 
can credibility in the Arab world has 
clearly been damaged in recent 
years, but the United States still has 
enough clout in the region to play 
the necessary mediatory role in re- 
viving peace negotiations. 

U.S. officials make the point that 
just as the 1973 Yom Kippur War 
forced the late Golda Meir's govern- 
ment to confront directly the diffi- 
cult issues involving the Sinai, the 
most recent Palestinian upheaval in 
the territories has forced the current 
Israeli leadership to recognize that 
the 20-year status quo simply cannot 
continue forever.
